thumberland,and the Biſhoprick of Durham,and the Liberty of 
theitrue Proteſtant Religion, of the Laws of this Kingdome 
eſtabliſhed by Parliamenrs, the Propriety of the Subjetts, 
Perſons, and Goods,and ſecuting of this Port ) with thatin- 
tegrity and tendernefle of His Majeſties Honour, who doth 
paſſionately affe@t rhe ſafery and Liberty of the Subjects, in all 
the particulazs above mentioned , thar I have great andjult 
occaſion to bleſle Almighty God for ſo proſpering this his 
own, and our Soveraigne His Servants work, in my weake 
Hands, as Iam confident I have not yet miſcarried in any one 
particular, wherein by God and His Maje#y, I have beenin- 
truſted, For whereas in moſt of the Counties of this King- 
dome, there are nothing to be heard but moſt pirtifull, and 
yet moſt unpittied, complaints of the Subjects, for the horri- 
ble violations of their Churches, and indignities offered to 
the Service of God, unjuſt captivating of their Perſons, ex- 
hauſtirg of their Purſcs by moſt racking exactions, plunder- 
ing'and Pillaging of their Houſes and Goods, againſt the Law 
or God, the known Laws of this Land, and all this exerciſed 
by a party who pretend nothing bur the Religion of God, the 
Law ofthe Land, and the Liberty 'of the Subje&. Yet ( blel- 
{ſed 'be God for it ) all they who live in theſe places under my 
charge can with one accord reſtifie, that as yet they have not 

taſted-in thelealt degree any of theſe ſharpe outrages, tither ih 
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their Protkifond Perſons,c ,or Goods,from thatparty in whom. 
they hadlirtle reaſon to put any truſt, if by my. Forces they 


had not been kept under : Nor yet can any of that lawlcſle 


party averre, that by any Forces of mine, or indeed any force 
at all, they have ſuffered under ſuch wicked vexations, as they. 
af their own fidein all places where they have had power 

have uſed towards theſe who have continued in Loyalty and. 

Obedience to His Majeſty. And farther, this His Maje#es- Port 

and Haven, hath to His great benefit, and the comfort of all 

His good Subjects, who 2dhere to him, ,been {o ſecured as that 

now it remainerh as entirely at His Majefbies devotion as ever. 
it didintimes of higheſt Peace and tranquility. 

But it hath not pleaſed God, That our Neighbours in Y ry 
ſhire, and the adjacent Counties ſhould enjoy the like calme, 
which hath moved many of the Prime Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen of the County of York, to remonſtrate unto me their 
ſufferings, which they endure from Sir John Hoth am, his 
Sonne, and many their ſeditious and outragious Complices, 
and to deſire my ayde for the redrefling of them, and-repreſ- 
ſing their tumultuous oppreſſions, before they! ſhallſwell ro 
that height, as it. cannot ſtand with the ſafety of the Perſons 
and Eftates. of His Majeſties good Subjedts-in Yorkeſhire, to 
make any expreſſions of their Loyalty and Allegiance to His 
Majeſſy, unleſſe by ſome of my Forces they be ſpeedily com'- 
forted and relieved. 
I having ſeriouſly weighed the purport of my Commiſion, 

and finding it not onely conſiſtent with, and agreeable to- the 
ſame; but knowing well His Majeſties ſacred Intention and 


conſtant Reſolution to ſecure the Lives and Liberties of His: 
SubjeRs by all means which He can compaſſe: I have now: 
Reſolved to. aſfilt His Majeſtzes. diſtreſſed Subje&s in' the. 
County of York with competent Forces; and yet to leave: 
this Town, and the two. other: Counties under my Charge, 
ſp ſtrongly guarded, that their former. ſecuritie ſhall be: 0! 


wayes diſcontinued or imercepted, 


Andthercfore I doe by theſe preſents, deſire all His Ma: 
Jo 
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jeſties Loyall Subje&s of the Countie of York to take theſe 
particulars into their ſerious conſideration,and I expe credit 


to begiven tothem. 


Firſt, That I come not into their County by Iatrufion, 
but by Invitation; and that from thoſe Noblemen and Gen- 
tlemen, whom by long experience, they have. known to be 
their ſoundeſt and fincereſt Patriots, and who have promiſes 
me in their Names a cheerfull reception, their utmoſt afſi. 
ſtance, and abſolute obedience to all my Juſt and Lawfull 
Commandments. 

Secondly, I do ſolemnly promife, That I'come free from 
the leaſt Intention of Pillaging or Plundering any of His Ma- 
jeſties good and loyall SubjeQs, or of exatting any thing 
from them which ſhall be againſt the priviledges of the Par- 
liament, the known laws of the Land, and Liberty of the 
Subject: 

And thirdly, that Tintend by my Forces to vindicate you 
from the violent incroachments and opprefſions made upon 
yortnany of theſe particulars, by thoſe who to their lawleſſe 
ends abuſe the ſacred name of Parliament. 

And fourthly, That I ſhall (during the time of my abode 
amongſt you ) donothing of moment, but by the advice and 
conſultation with thoſe Noble men and Gentlemen, who 
have been Solicitors to me in your behalf ; and when it ſhall 
pleaſe God to givea happy conſummation to thoſe great bu. 
fineſſes for which I intend to come amongſt you, I {hall re- 
tire my Self and Forces out of your. County with much 
more cheerefulneſſe then I conducted them thither. 

Andnow 1 deſire to give fatisfation both to you of York- 
ſhire, and all other true Proteſtants of this Kingdome, why I 
have: been neceſſitated: to take under my command and 
condut- divers Popiſh Recuſants in theſe Northern 

arts, | 
: Firſt, It was not His Majeſties intention, nor the intention 
(forany thing I know ) of any: in authority under Him, to 
admit any of them into this ſervice, if the way had not ea 
chaulke

chaulked out unto His Majeſtie, and His miniſters, by theſe 
very men , on whoſe forge this objetion was hammer<d : 
Let the muſter Rolls of that Army which is named from tie 
Parliament be peraſed, and then it ſhall appear plainly, Thar 
the mannagers of that Army,do exactly and diſtintly know, 
that they now have, and for many moneths have had,grear 
numbers under their pay, both Engliſh, French, and of other 
Nations, whom at the time of their enrollment ( and ever 
ſince )they did know to have been profeſſed Papiſts: whereas 
by the contrary, it, 1s notoriouſly known, That before this 
courſe was taken by the other party; His Majeſty and His mi- 
niſters did notadmit to, nor continue any ſouldier in pay,who 
was ſuſpected to be that way inclined, or did refuſe the Oaths 
of Allegiance and Supremacie; not that His Majeſtic thought 
it unlawfull for Him ſo to do, or that He did not hold His Re- 
cuſant Subjeas,to be as ſtrongly obliged by the Laws of this 
land for the defence of His Perſon, and the Liberty of Parlia- 
ments, and Laws of this Kingdome, as any of His Proteſtant 
Subjects: Forif the Kingdome ſtood now under the fear of a. 
forrain invaſion; is it to be conceived, That the Recuſants of 
this land were not by the Laws of the ſame obliged to adven- 
ture their lives and fortunes in defence thereof? Sure the greag. 
confuſion which is now in this Kingdome is of as fearfull q 
conſequence as any forrain invaſion poſsibly can be; & there. 
fore the Recuſants are ſo farre from being diſobliged, as they. 
ſtand deeply obliged for giving their aſsiſtance in this time of 
extremity,if they (hall berequired; but His Majcſty was very - 
cautelous and tender. in this point, and certainly would not 
have looked towards it, if the other partie had not firſt aſ- 
ſumed thar liberty to themſelves, from which by the Law of, 
the land he ſaw himſelf no way barred. ; 

If there be no barre in Law againſt it, then let us examine- 
theſe pretended grand inconveniences, wherewith ( as they. 
alledge )it is attended : Sure the wiſeſt Heathen Emperours 
that ever were, did admit into their Armies whole legions of 
Chriſtian ſouldiers, whoſe fidelity 'they relyed. much.upon,, 
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£63: ©: 
though the Emperours themſelves blatphemed that God: 
whom thoſe Chriſtian ſouldiers adored; look upon Chriſti- | 


an Popiſh Emperours ; did Charles the fifth that wiſe and 
Warlike Emperour refuſe the ſervice of any of the Prote- 
ſtants of Germanie in that Army wherewith he made Warre 
upon the Proreſtants? No, but cheriſhed all ſuch of them as 
he did conceive to ſtand for the Majeſty and Liberty of the 
Empire. Look upon Proteſtant Kings and Princes; did Henry 
the fourth the late French King, while he was yeta Prote. 
ſtant, reject the aſsiſtance of thofe many French Papiſts, who | 
{pent their lives in aflerting. his Crown, and approving-their . 
Allegianceto him : Or did bleſſed Queen Elizabeth of moſt 
precious memory, upon whoſe aid and advice,that great King : 
did principally rely, go aboutto perſwade him to diſmiſle all : 
his Popiſh Subjects out of his Army * and: yer it was well t 
known , that Shee was the greateſt Patron and prop of | * 
tte Proteſtant Religion in the whole world. Do our Neigh- g 
bours of the United Provinces reject the auxiliary Regi- p

Maſter bid him, but didit not? or hewho ſaid he would nat doit, 
but yet aid it? this latter, ty our Saviours approbation was the bit- 
ter Servant. It is caſte to be applied. Hath, not His Majeſty, 
and all the World reaſon to think that thoſe Recuſants who 
upon weak, yet ſeeming ftrong grounds unto them, refuſed to 
take the Oath of Allegiance, and yer at this time petform the 
contents of it, are farre berter Subjedts(andin this point)farre 
berter Chriſtians, then allthofe Proteſtants who have taken 
this Oath, and yer at this time praQtiſe quite contrary to that 
whichis contained in ir, aud not onely to what is contained in 
ir, but to what is contained in the laſt. Proteſtation, which 
they themſelvesſo magnified, and in it did ſo expreſſely aver 
the defence of the Kings Perſon and Dignity; ſo that the tu- 
multuous Petitioners who came riding to. the . Parliament 
through the ſtreets of London, with that Proteſtation in their 
hats, feemed ro honeſt and good Subjetts, like men ſtanding 


| upon ſeverall Pillories with papers in thcir hats, carrying in 


| them their crimeand condemnation for it. 


And beſides, it is well known, That there are other Recu- 
ſants in England beſides the Popiſh, viF. They who will 


eſtabliſhed by the Laws of this Kingdome; and yet ſome of 
theſe are admitted to fit in cirher Howſe of Parliament though 
contrary to the order of Parliament, they have not received 
the Communion. And how many hundreths be in the ad- 
verſe Army, of Anabaprtiſts, Brownilts, and other Sectaries, 
who by the Laws of this Land are reputed farre more dange- 
rous Recuſants, and do ircurre by the {ame Law, farre hea- 
vicr puniſhments then ordinary Papiſts do z for rhey being 
convicted are to abjure the Land and Kingdome, whereas 
apiſts incurre onely perſonall or pecunizry muldts, if they be 
ot Prieſts or Jeſpites, or harbourers of rhem. If one would 
ruly learn the damnable Do@rines of theſe Recuſant Sepa- 
ratiſts, and foreſee how upon their own grounds and tenents, 
When they ſhall have power to put them in practiſe, they will 
rttempt the cutting of thrvats of all Landlords and Magi-
